Bowling  For  All  Is  Back

After  lying  fallow  and  brok- 
en down  for  two  years,  four 
renovated  bowling  alleys  have 
recently  opened  at  the  Com- 
munity Center,  providing 
pleasure  to  bowlers  of  all 
ages 

A \ear  ago  the  Commun- 
ity Center  was  struggling  to 
make  a new  start,  and  the 
howling  alleys  appeared  to  be 
one  of  the  keys  in  attracting 
memberships  while  offering 
entertainment  and  exercise. 
President  .lack  Dohcrts  belies- 
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cs  that  the  Center  had  been 
floundering,  in  part,  because 
of  the  defunct  bowling  alleys, 
considering  their  popularity  in 
days  past.  Consequently  their 
revitalization  was  put  on  the 
construction  agenda. 

Building  Inspector  James 
Litchfield  was  forced  years 
ago  to  condemn  the  alleys 
because  of  severe  water  dam- 
age in  the  ceiling.  Because 
funds  were  scarce,  the  Center 
enlisted  the  volunteer  aid  of  a 
Marine  Corps  reserve  squad- 
ron. Wiong  engineering 
Squadron  47  Combat  Engin- 
eers. from  the  south  Wey- 
mouth Naval  Air  Station. 

One  week  end  a month 
since  last  summer  the  Marines 
worked  ripping  out  the  droop- 
ing alley  ceiling  as  well  as 
assisting  with  several  other 
carpentry  projects  upstairs. 
Now  the  alleys  not  only  sport  a 
new  dropped  ceiling  with  new 
lights,  but  also  professionally 
rejuvenated  bowling  balls  and 
pins,  freshly  carpeted  floors.

painted  walls  and  refinished 

alleys. 

Director  of  the  alleys’  ren- 
ovation. board  member  James 
Drysdale.  coordinated  the 
three-month  construction  ef- 
forts. The  total  project  cost 
was  approximately  $7000, 
which  was  largely  financed  by 
a Small  Business  Loan.  Pro- 
ceeds from  the  alleys  will  go 
toward  paying  off  the  loan  as 
well  as  financing  many  of  the 
activities  of  the  Center. 

A string  of  candlepin  bowl- 
ing at  the  Center  costs  mem- 
bers 50  cents  and  75  cents  for 
non-members.  Doherty  ex- 
plained that  a youngster  may 
work  up  to  owning  a single 
membership  which  costs  five 
dollars  by  bowling  20  strings. 
A familv  membership  costs 
$10. 

"This  is  really  a great  thing 
for  the  kids,  its  good  for 
them."  Doherty  noted.  Drys- 
dale agreed  and  added.  "Our

prime  objective  was  to  get  the 
kids  off  the  street."  Judging 
by  the  teeming  traffic  of  young 
people  at  the  alleys  last  Sat- 
urday morning,  it  would  seem 
that  the  Center's  objectives 
have  been  more  than  well  met. 

According  to  bowling  alley 
attendant  Danny  O'Connell, 
who  teams  up  with  his  father 
Bill  O'Connell  and  Chris  But- 
ler to  provide  full-time  super- 
vision and  instruction  for  the 
alley  and  children,  league 
formation  is  already  under- 
way. So  far  theae  are  leagues 
for  teens,  senior  citizens,  cou- 
ples. men.  women,  grade 
school  children  and  high 
schoolers.  O'Connell  said  that 
the  league  . will  have  a com- 
petitive start  in  the  fall.  For 
now  the  week's  highest  scorer 
in  each  class  in  each  league 
wins  three  free  strings  of 
bowling. 

The  alleys  opened  March  12 
and  the  Center  has  since  been 
enjoying,  not  surprisingly, 
more  business  than  ever.  Do- 
herty said  the  Center  is  ap- 
proaching 700  memberships  - 
a far  cry  from  the  78  hangers- 
on  last  year  at  this  time  - and 
the  added  activity  of  bow  ling 
is  a large  reason  for  the 
increase. 

The  alleys  are  open  week- 
days 2 p.m.  to  II  p.m., 
Saturday  9 a.m.  to  1 1 p.m.  and 
Sunday  noon  to  II  p.m.
